COMPUTERS: TUTOR, 


TEACHER, OR TOY? 


It seems so 21st century— 
a sea of students abandon- 
ing pen and paper for key- 
boards and color monitors. 
But how far can technology 
go in lifting American stu-

dents from a state of slip- 
ping test scores to a state of 
real achievement? 

Stan Warford, professor 
of computer science at 
Pepperdine University in 
Malibu, California, is skepti- 
cal about the power of tech- 
nology to truly educate youth. 
“Technology has the poten- 
tial to have a tremendous 
positive impact," Warford 
says, “but it will not solve the 
problems that lay at the root 
of our educational crisis.” 

Warford is concerned that 
parents who see a classroom 
filled with technological tools 
often feel reassured that their 
children are getting the best 
education available. “Not so. 
The software we have cannot 
replace teacher attention. A 
lot of educational software is 
really just expensive flash- 
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cards. I don’t see technology 
as able to inspire students to 
read Shakespeare or to get 
excited about poetry." 
Where Warford does see 
potential for computers is in 
mathematics. Most of the 
algebraic and trigonometric 
calculations that have 
typically troubled students 
can now be done quickly and 


easily on a computer, freeing 
the student and teacher to 
spend time analyzing the set- 
up and solution of a problem. 
"The tools can.do the grunt 
work now, and the emphasis 
can be on learning to think." 
Peter Kovaric, director of 
educational technology in the 
graduate school of education 
at UCLA, says the key to the 
success of technology in 
education lies in how the 
tools are implemented at a 
school. “Technology by itself 
is useless. You are better off 
improving the quality and 
quantity of teachers than 
putting money into the tools." 
Well-integrated computer 
systems can, however, help 
children learn to read, to use 
the keyboard—which makes 
writing easier—and to 
compute. But Kovaric says 


that if the technology and the 
curriculum are not closely 
tied, and if the teachers don't 
themselves understand and 
value the technology for what 
it can do, computer time 
often becomes play time 

or free time. 

Some computer experts say 
that educators now realize 
that technology, while valu- 
able, is not the panacea to 
the education crisis, as many 
had hoped a decade ago. EXS 
perts point out that teaching 
involves the human dynamic; 
itis the relationship between 
teacher and student that 
inspires a pupil and spurs his 
or her interest. “If you want a 
child to grow up and value 
learning, a machine is not a 
good model," says Kovaric. 

Warford says he fears 
educators and parents tend to 
overstate the long-term worth 
of computers. "It had a 
choice between a student 
who had learned to read, 
write, do math, and think 
but had never seen a com- 
puter—and a student who 
was weak in those skills but 
adept at using a computer, I 
would say the first student 
would have a far better 
chance of succeeding in 
computer science."

A back-to-school checkup 
is not just about making sure 
hat all the right immuni- 
zations have been given and 
he required sports physical 
forms have been signed, 
although that’s important, 
too. “A physical examination 
allows the health practitioner 
to ensure that a child is phys- 
ically—and emotionally—on 
track,” Corrigan says. “It also 
offers the practitioner an op- 
portunity to build a relation- 
ship with a young patient, 
and to teach the child some 
basics about taking respon- 
sibility for health and safety. 

“I recommend a physical 
at least every other year,” 
Corrigan says. “We can pick 
up on problems and we can 
head them off early.” In 
addition to the basic physical 
exam, the checkup includes 
hearing and vision checks— 
problems can show up at any 
time. The exam also allows 
the practitioner to talk with the 
parents about any physical, 
developmental, or learning 
problems a child may have. 

Some issues, such as 
school phobias, may look 
like physical problems but 
may be caused by fear or 
anxiety. “Many children with 
stomachaches, headaches, or 
diarrhea need help with 
psychological or social 
concerns,” Corrigan says. 

As children reach age 13, 
most pediatricians ask the 
parents to step out of the 
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examining room so that the 
first steps toward a successful 
and direct doctor-patient 
relationship may be made. 
“At this time I talk to children 
about their responsibility for 
their health,” Corrigan says.“ 
ask them questions about 
how things are going at school; 
whether any of their friends 
are taking drugs, drinking and 
driving, or engaging in other 
high-risk behavior.” 

Most children, from age 
seven and up, also benefit 
from a discussion about good 
eating habits and exercise. 
Corrigan finds an increasing 
number of children obsessed 
with the fear of being over- 
weight. *The regular exam is 
a good time to talk about 
body image and self-esteem.” 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics recommends that 
at age 11, 12, or older, a 
second immunization should 
be given to a child for measles, 
mumps and rubella (MMR). 
At age 14, most children need 
a diphtheria-tetanus (DT) 
booster. Corrigan also recom- 
mends that children get a 
tuberculosis (TB) skin test 
every two years. 

A team sports physical 
exam is designed to help 
weed out problems that could 
interfere with a child success- 
fully playing the sport or that 
might endanger the child’s 
health. In addition to checking 
out the child’s basic systems, 
Corrigan says the exam is a 


good time to counsel the 
child for whom a particular 
sport may not be ideal. “I 
would steer a child with 
asthma away from track, but 
would encourage him or 
her to try swimming.” 
In addition to providing 
a regular physical exam, 
Corrigan advises parents not 
to underestimate their own 
role in shaping their children’s 
attitudes toward health. “Par- 
ents need to model good 
health behaviors, because the 
kids are watching,” she warns.

The study of art doesn't have 
to be stuffy anymore. Now it 
can be a family activity. 

Not only do many art mu- 
seums have special sections 
and programs devoted to 
children, there are books 
geared not to the art historian 
but to those who want a 
visually exciting and enter- 
taining presentation. The 
books tempt the browser to 
explore the lives, minds and 
brushwork of the greats. 

Take, for example, The Art 
Pack, by Christopher Frayling, 
Helen Frayling, and Ron Van 
Der Meer (Alfred A. Knopf, 
1993, $40.00). The book is 
arranged like an artist's port- 
folio with tools, information, 
ideas, and reference 
materials. It comes equiped 
with everything from a 


cardboard model of a camera 
obscura to a pop-out model 
of the Parthenon that teaches 
the principles of proportion. 
Even those who have 
previously managed to avoid 
the study of art will not be 
able to resist the hands-on, 
see-how-this-works approach. 

Other books are designed 
to help children begin to 
bond with great art—and to 
understand more about it. 
For example, Eyewitness Art: 
Monet, by Jude Welton 
(Dorling Kindersley, 1992, 
$16.95), is one of a series of 
books that uses hundreds of 
close-ups, captions, photos 
from the era, and vignettes 
from the author’s life to give 
a complete sense of the 
painter and his work. 

In the book on Monet, 
there is a letter written in 
January, 1869, by the poor 
artist to his friend, asking for 


white, black and cobalt blue 
paints. There is a photograph 
of the Monet family’s two 
homes—all details that 

help make the artist’s life 
more real. 

For older children and 
adults who want to try cre- 
ating great art themselves, 
there are books that take 
the reader from the point 
of purchasing supplies to 
actually painting a wide 
range of subjects and scenes. 
Ray Smith’s Watercolor 
Landscape (Dorling 
Kindersley, 1993, $16.95) 
walks the beginner through 
a series of exercises that 
cover the basics of water- 
color landscape painting. 
Acclaimed watercolors from 
the masters of the medium 
are interspersed throughout 
the work, serving to both 
inspire and to teach.

That, Decker says, can lead to 
fatigue and lack of alertness 
in school. 

The best bet is to make 
breakfast easy, but nutritious. 
The choices don’t have to 
sound good to parents, and 
the options don’t have to 
be hot. “Peanut butter and 
jelly, a carton of yogurt, 
pizza, and sandwiches 
are all healthy alternatives 
many children like,” 

Decker says.

o go home with Fleetwood Mac is to go back more 

than 25 years to the roots of an ever-changing 

musical phenomenon—a phenomenon that made 

pop history yet again at the 1993 Presidential 
Inauguration. “Dont Stop" was adopted by the Clinton 
campaign as a theme song for the future, and when Bill 
Clinton made it to the White House he requested that the 
original Fleetwood Mac lineup from the 1977 Rumours 
album come together as a symbol of reunification. A lot 
of people loved this particular incarnation (1975-87) of 
the band, and with sales of more than 20 million, 
Rumours still holds 
the record as the 
biggest selling album 
by a rock group. 
This is the band 
with founding drum- 
mer Mick Fleetwood 


John McVie—the 
"Fleetwood" and the 
“Mac.” Add to that 
Christine "Don't 
Stop” McVie, who 
joined the band in 
1970. Lindsey *Go 
Your Own Way” B : 
Buckingham and Stevie “Gold Dust Woman" Nicks were the 
other stellar members of this most promi 
nent of the various Fleetwood Mac lineups. 

We met with the executive producer of this 
Disney Channel special, Mick Fleetwood 
himself, in the elegant boardroom of his 
n 

x 


corporate—but very comfortable—offices i 
Santa Monica. Standing an impressive si 
and a half feet tall, Fleetwood’s more robust 
looking than he appeared on those 
memorable album covers. The gangly 
slimness of the legendary madcap 
drummer has given way to the muscular 
itness of a distinguished English 
gentleman in his 40-somethings. 
| asked Mick what 
he'd learned 
after going 


— 


through the archives to assemble this retrospective and 
he laughed, then answered candidly: “Bloody lucky still to be 
here!—l realized our heritage and | am very proud of our 
early years. | have no regrets and working on this overview 
was a healthy experience—if a little sobering at times." 

This is a hard-rock look at a band that was notorious for 
luxurious excess and romantic intrigues—hence the Rumours 
album title. And this program is chock full of footage that has 
never been seen publicly before. In fact, some of it was 
simply recorded for personal memories. When you think that 
Fleetwood Mac was once more popular in Europe than the 


Beatles or the Stones, you sit up and witness the fascinating 
evolution of a musical identity that has gone through some 
very powerful transformations for a very long time. 

The filmed history actually predates the Mac band with 
footage of Mick drumming in his late teens. Fleetwood was 
discovered by a London musician named Peter Bardens, who 
heard him playing in a garage. 

"Peter knocked on the door and offered me a gig," Mick 
recalls with a chuckle. “My parents had bought me a Rogers 
drum kit and it was probably the drums more than my 
playing that interested him." Eventually a band called 
Shotgun Express materialized with Mick on drums, Rod 
Stewart singing, and a lad named Peter Green playing 
extraordinary guitar. Mick would also join John Mayall's 
Bluesbreakers, which featured Eric Clapton in one of its 
many permutations. 

The Mac family tree all started as "Peter Green's 
Fleetwood Mac," named by the stellar guitarist after his 
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favorite rhythm section. The name would be 
shortened and the band would rapidly go 
on to critical recognition and worldwide 
popularity. During this period of the '60s, 
Peter Green vied with Eric Clapton as the 
foremost guitarist of the day. He was known 
as “The Green God,” and according to Mick, 
The Beatles recorded *The Sun King" in 
his honor. Featured are rare Fleetwood 
Mac performances of : 
the show-stopping num- 
bers “Oh Well” and 
“Albatross,” Green's 
haunting instrumen- 
tal that would go to 
Number One in England, 
and then return to 
the charts again many 
years later. 

“We have some 
excellent footage of 
the early days with 
Peter Green,” Mick says 
proudly, “and I’m 
attempting to show 
where this band came 
from, which is indeed 
the whole point of 
the program. There's 
Some candid stuff, and 
backstage things, some 
interviews have been 
discovered—should be 
quite an eye opener to a 
lot of people." 

Nearby in the editing 
room at Delilah Films 
is. producer/director 
Stephanie Bennett, well known for such 
projects as The Compleat Beatles and Chuck 
Berry—Hail! Hail! Rock 'N' Roll. Bennett 
explains, "Mick's narrative is the thread in 
a story that is told through the evolution of 
the music, revealing the culture and the 
history. I’m a huge fan, and we've got the 
best performances of the big hits, rare 
takes, and a close look atv extraordinary 
individuals, each one as talented as 
the next.” 

Co-director and editor Janice Engel 
assembled this special from over 120 
sources drawn from four continents, 
material ranging from home movies to 
extravagant concert footage. “Some of it 
had never even been transferred from the 
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negative,” Engel says, obviously thrilled. 
“We made the transfer and actually cut it 
together for the first time.” 

Peter Green left Fleetwood Mac to follow 
his own religious beliefs, and for awhile the 
band was devastated. Mick confides, “I’ve 
always needed to reach out to other people 
to fulfill my desires. That's the motivating 
reason why this band has never broken up.

In the early '70s, guitarist Bob Welch 
joined the band, and in Mick's words, 
"brought a new style into Mac which kept us 
alive in America for many years. Bob was 
there for about five albums, all of which 
were our lifeblood.” 

The most popular—or most remém- 
bered—lineup of Mac musical talent was 
launched with the self-titled Fleetwood Mac 
album of 1975, the first wit Lindsey 
Buckingham and Stevie Nicks. In Fleetwood 
Mac: Going Home we get a good look at 
"I'm So Afraid,” “Rhiannon,” “Landslide,” 
and “Say You Love Me,” which Mick 


describes as the classic Christine McVie sone. 
Of their first album together, Stevie Nicks says, 
“It only took three months, from beginning to 
end—five wild Indians in one room." 
Featured from the group’s megahit 
Rumours album are the songs “Go Your 
Own Way,” “Dreams,” and “You Make Lovin’ 
Fun.” The band’s also seen in their 
appearance on the Grammy Awards for the 
Album of the Year.
